Bur 
perhaps this is not exactly true; the foes of the 
Gospel may have one great objection to urge 
against it—the same which Lord Rochester had 
the ingenuity to discover and the candour to con- 
fess when he said, “the only grand objection 
tothe Bible is a bad life.’ Where men are 
living in the violation of God’s laws, no wonder 
they should indulge a wish that these laws were 
without authority, cherish a hope that they 
might finally be without sanction, Nay, the 
“fool hath said in his heart, there is Vo God!” 
that is, would there were none! But this hope 
is vain, this expectation is futile; Christianity 
has stood on “ its legs’? for more than eighteen 
handred years, and despite the charitable wish 
or wise prediction of our “toaster” exhibits no 
sigus of weariness, It will continue to “ stand” 
when he is dead, and when he rises from the 
grave he will still find it “ standing” to witness 
agwinst him.

AMERICAN TRACT SOCIETY. 


Abstract from the 30th Anunui Report presented May 9, 1838. 





Though, in the prevailing pecuniary embarrassment 
and alarm, the Society's receipts have been less than 
in the previous year, it would be ingratitude to God, 
who has ** graven Zron upon the palms of his hands,’’ 
and will keep HER as ‘‘the apple of his eye,’’ not 
to praise him for richer evidences of his spiritual 
blessing, than have at any former time been realized. 

In pagan lands, God is giving the press an effi- 
ciency wholly anknown before. Jn our own land the 
circulation of the Society’s publications, especially 
its volumes, is nearly equal to that of the last, and 
largely in advance of any preceding year; a new 
sense of obligation to labor for the souls of men in 
connection with ‘Tract distribution, and wherever op- 
portunity offers seems to be pervading the Christian 
community; while the Holy Spirit has richly de- 
scended, and rendered the various departments of the 
Society's labors evidently effectual in the salvation of 
hundreds, not to say thousands of immortal souls. 

Forty-six new publications have been stereotyped 
during the year, making the whole number on the 
Society's list 913; besides which 418 have been ap- 
proved in foreign languages for circulation abroad. 

The Committee conscientiously refrain from issa- 
ing fiction as truth. The narrative Tracts may be 
relied en as authentic, and no ‘Tracts promise more 
extensive usefulness than narratives in the simplest 
style. 

“Among the new volumes stereotyped are Edwards’ 
History of Redemption; Elijah the Tishbite, by Dr. 
Krummacher, of the Valley of Barmen; and the first 
volume of a series of Scripture Biography, by Rev. 
Mr. Gallaudet; all which will soon be printed. ‘The 
interesting Memoir of Hannah Hobbie is now in cir- 
culation. 

There have been printed, during the year, 2,831,- 
500 publications, including 110,000 volumes. Cir- 
culated, 3,772,619 copies, including 196,431 vol- 
ames, in all 86,479,621 pages; making the total cir- 
culated since the Society’s formation, 46,940,825 
copies, including 854,224 volumes; in all 798,250,- 
229 pages. 

Gratuitous distributions, daring the year, in 332 
distinct grants, of which 1,868,665 pages for foreign 
mission stations and ether fore'gn parts, 6,885,438 
pages. Value, including 2,008,305 pages drawn by 
members and directors, $5,929,16. ! 

Receipts, during the year, for foreign distribution, 
$11,985,50; for volume circulation, $9,332,28— 
total donations, $37,173,74; of which $5,955,38 
was raised by ladies. Received for publications sold, 
$54,558,36—total receipts $91,732,10. 

Auziliaries.—26 new Societies have been recog- 
nised during the year, making the whole number of

successful adoption of the same rheans by the ancient 
Christian fathers, by Wickliff, and Luther—not to 
mention the infidels of France, who, it has been said, 
spent £900,000 prior to the former French revolu- 
tion, in preparing and dispersing books to corrupt the 
minds of the people and prepare them for desperate 
measures. The Tract isa powerful instrumentality 
no less for good than for evil; but it is issued in vain 
unless presented by the hand of Christian kindness, 
to those who often have no care to receive its heav- 
enly message. Happy illustrations are introduced of 
successful Tract distribution, in the varied circum- 
stances in which Christians move. 

Tract Visitation.—Tracts alone are a valuable in- 
strumentality; but when to their distribution is added 
the well directed, prayerful, and persevering efforts 
of Christians for the salvation of men, the work re- 
ceives, under the Divine blessing, a ten-fold efficien- 
cy. The Committee bless God that the conscience 
of the church is waking on this subject, and that ten 
of thousands feel the responsibility, while thousands 
are daily attempting to perform the duty, and find it 
alike blessed to their own souls, and the souls of 
others, 

The Report contains most cheering examples of a 
blessing attending this department of Christian effort, 
which is now successfully progressing, especially in 
the cities of New York and Brooklyn, Philadelphia, 
Albany, Troy, Rochester, and other places, where 
attention and the labors of agents or other devoted 
Christians are concentrated upon it, and where the 
effusions of the Holy Spirit have been enjoyed. 

Volume Circulation.—To the importance and use- 
fulness of no department of the Society's labors has a 
more universal and decided testimony been given 
than its volume circulation, and none perhaps has re- 
ceived clearer evidences of the Divine blessing. The 
fact, that, during the year, aln.ost 200,000 volumes 
have been circulated, chiefly on sale, and more than 
$9,000 contributed in donations to furnish a stock of 
volumes in the Depository, from which supplies may 
be drawn, gives evidence of a strong hold on the af- 
fections of the community; and every laborer and co- 
adjator in promoting their cirealation has communi- 
cated something to animate the Society in this branch 
of their endeavors. 

**T reflect, on no part of my life,”’ says the Rev. 
Dr. Alexander, of Princeton, *‘ with more satisfac- 
tion than any little agency I have had in encouraging 
and promoting the Society’s volume circulation. J do 
consider the success of this enterprise as intimately 
connected with the prosperity of vital, Scriptural pie- 
ty in our land.’’ 

By diffusing these standard works of Baxter, Bun- 
yan, Doddridge, Alleiné, Edwards, and others, the 
Society is laboring to supplant novels and other inju- 
rious works—to warn the sinner of the error of his 
way, establish the Christian, and furnish spiritual ali- 
ment, by which all may be ** nourished up,’’ ** unto 
eternal life.’ It is a great encouragement, that so 
many thousands, in every part of the land are found 
ready to purchase and to read; and there is some 
reason to hope that a taste for solid reading is gaining 
over the sickly and high wrought sentimeutalism, so° 
long fed by writers of romance. 

In Williamstown, Mass. volumes were sold to the 
amount of $275, including about twenty sets of the 
Evangelical Family Library, in fifteen volumes—a 
professor in the college having sold $85 worth in one 
district. In other towns of the county the success 
has been equal, and the evidences of the Divine bles- 
sing have been most apparent. 

The Agent in Connecticut, in selling 10,000 vol- 
umes, states that almost without exception the work 
has been entered into with great cordiality by minis- 
ters and Christians; and generally, on presenting the 
object, as many members of the churches as were 
needed, were ready voluntarily to engage for the sup- 
ply of the respective districts. Christians of every 
evangelicul denomination have co-operated with 
great cordiality. An aged Christian in G sold’ 
150 volumes, including five sets of the Library, re- 
ceiving in cash for the same $61. 

A physician in H , New York, voluntarily sold 
no less than 800 volumes; and another physician, in 
a smaller town, besides attending to his professional 
duties, sold in three weeks 500 volumes. 

The Agent in New Jersey, by the efficient co-ope- 
ration of the people of God, ‘sold in 68 days, about 
5,600 volumes, amounting to $1,500;’’ and such 
had been the kindness and hospitality of the people,s 
that he had not purchased a meal, or a night’s lodg- 
ing within the state. 

The General Agent in Virginia says, ‘In all my 
labors, I do not remember hearing a single objection 
to this enterprise—all good men express themselves 
most cordially in its behalf’? He draws a strong ar- 
gument from the destitution of the ministry, in many 
parts; and gives, as does the Agent in New Jersey, 
cheering testimonies from clergymen of the blessing 
that has rested on these volumes as circulated in their 
congregations, and often by their own efficient agency. 

In Cincinnati the agent sold nearly 4,000 volumes, 
including 100 sets of the Family Library—more than 
$200 worth having been sold in one (Protestant Epis- 
copa!) congregation. In Dayton 1,000 volumes were 
sold, including twenty-five sets of the Library; in 
Columbus thirty sets of the Library and volumes to 
the amount of $300, one gentleman having sold 400 
volumes; in Zanesville and Putnam forty-six sets of 
the Library and volumes to the amount of $408; in 
Madison, Indiana, 800 volumes. ‘Through the per- 
sonal efforts and influence of the Rev. Mr. W . 
of N » 700 volumes were sold; and by the pas- 
tor at B. and M. with the co-»peration of an officer of 
the church, 400. Ina Lutheran congregation, a judge 
offered to devote a week to the distribution; but so 
many others volunteered their aid, that in two days 
the work was completed. In about ten months up- 
wards of 30,000 volumes were sold in Ohio, includ- 
ing 600 sets of the Library. 

The Foreign Field.—The full and animating com- 
munications from abroad, the substance of which is 
embodied in the Report, led the Committee, about’ 
the first of January, to issue a Circular, stating the 
grounds of their determination to appropriate for re- 
spective foreign stations $40,000 as soon as the means 
could be obtained. Inthe five months which have 
elapsed, they have been enabled to remit only $10,- 
000, which has been paid over as follows: 

For Madras, $3,000; Burmah, $1,000; China, 
Ceylon, and Syria, $500 each; Western Africa, 
$200; mission in South Africa, $300; South African 
Female Tract Society, $300; Baptist mission in 
Greece, $400; Baptist mission in Hamburg, $600; 
Lower Saxony Tract Society, Hamburg, $600; Bar- 
men, $300; Calw (Wartemberg) Tract Society, 
$300; Basle Tract Society, $200; Holland, for 
‘Temperance publications, $100; Belgium, #300; 
Spain, (Rev. Mr. Rule, Gibralter,) $400; Chippe- 
way Indians, Canada, (for hymn book) 2500—total, 
$10,000. $1,000 designated last year for the mis- 
sion of the General Assembly's Board at Smyrna, 
has been transferred to their mission in Northern In- 
dia; and $200 designated for Temperance publica- 
tions in Russia, has been transferred to Holland. 

















American Baptist Home Mission Society. - 


The Anniversary of the American Baptist 
Home Mission Soviety was held on Priday 
evening, April 27, brother H. Lincoln, the Pres- 
ident of the Society, in the chair. 

The Report of the Managers, read by brother 
L. Crawtord, the Corresponding Secretary, was 
full of interest and bighly encouraging. The 
operations of the Society and their results for 
the last year were as follows—113 missionaries 
and agents had been employed, who had travel- 
ed 82,343 miles, performed an aggregate of 79° 
years’ labor, preached 11,840 sermons, baptized 
1431, received into the churches by letter 708, 
making a total addition of 2137, formed 29 
churches, ordained 13 ministers, gathered 5000° 
Sunday-school scholars, and distributed a large

spective countries—Germany, surrounded on every 
side by those who are drinking in her influences, 
and who are crossing her territories in visiting oth- 
er nations, cannot be an unimportant country. What- 
ever acts upon Germany, acts upon all Europe. 
The character of the people is very favorable to 
religious impressions. They are characterised by 
simplicity of Leart, by honesty, by fidelity, and by a 
love of religious fervor. They have few prejudices 
against foreign books and foreign opinions ; they 
have a curiosity to know what others believe, and 
whether there may not be some truth in it. The 
present state of theology invites evangelical effort. 
Rationalism has had its reign; truth and nature 
are beginning to return, after the impulse which 
removed them has spent its force. The public mind 
is in agitation, and while its tendencies are towards 
sound religion, it is peculiarly open to impression. 
Revivals under young preachers of the new genera- 
tion are becoming common in Pomerania, in Silesia, 
and in the westof Germany. In such a crisis every 
effort is of great importance.

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REVIVALS. 

Many parts of our State have been visited with 
refreshing from the presence of the Lord during 
the past winter and the present spring. The work 
has not been perhaps, so extensive and general, as 
at many former periods, particularly in J331. Yet 
the marked characteristics of the work have been 
peculiarly pleasing. A spirit of prayer and humble 
dependence on God has seemed uncommonly to 
prevail, and less difference of opinion about means 
and measures. Christians, at least in some cases, 
seemed better to understand what it is, in true 
primitive faith, to ‘ stand still and see the salvation 
of the Lord.’ There was less of excitement and 
noise, and in some cases less of apparent direct ef- 
fort to influence the minds and feelings of the im- 
penitent, while a deep sease of human insufficiency 
seemed to pervade the minds of the children of God. 
Sinners seemed to be more affected by the deep 
feeling of Christians, manifest in their deportment, 
than by their words; and Christians appeared to 
feel, not that efforts were not needed, but that ef- 
forts of the highest kind were required of them; 
yet that these efforts were to be made rather in the 
heart and in the closet, than in public. And as to 
their public influence, they have seemed of late to 
feel more the importance of watching over their 
daily deportment, and to realize that the world 
around, will form their estimate of the value of re- 
ligion, more from that, than from the few words 
which they utter in the conference room or the 
prayer meeting. 

In several towns in the western part of Massa- 
chusetts, the work has been very pleasing in its 
character, and in some, very decided in its influ- 
ence. In Cummington, the work commenced about 
the first of January. {ts influence spread to a con- 
siderable extent through all the religious societies 
in the town, and the number of converts is thought 
to be from one to two hundred. Nineteen have 
already been added to the church by baptism, and 
others will probably follow their example. The 
church has lately been unexpectedly éalled to part

THE MOSELLE. 


It is rarely possible to conceive a combination of 
circumsunces more distressing tha those alend- 
ing the destruction of the Moselle; and amid 
all the afflicting sights that met the eye, during 
the simple and affeciing ceremouy of Saturday, 
there was none to me more heart-rending than 
the view of the mourners, the poor remnants of 
ruined families, beart-broken aud despairing, 
following the mutilated corpses of their oniy 
earthly friends to the grave. Many of them 
strangers, ignorant even of our language, who, 
with the little savings of years of hard labor and 
eXtreme economy, had come to this country, the 
poor man’s hope, with the expectation that in- 
dustry would secure a competency for themselves 
and their children, and desiring no higher happi- 
ness, asking no greater privilege, than to get an 
honest living by hard and useful labor. 

Where are now their simple and long cherish- 
ed hordes, their all of worldly wealth?  Scat- 
tered like water spilled on the ground, never to 
be gathered again: all is gone. Here is the 
father trembling and weeping ; but where is the 
wile, the companion of his labors, the sharer of 
his joys and sorrows? Where are the children, 
the solace of his toils, the excilements of his 
hope? He has seen the fragments of theic 
mangled limbs whirling through the air, or their 
gasping faces and imploring hands, floating 
down the destructive tide. Here is the strange 
mother in mute agony ; but where isthe husband, 
where are her babes? In a moment, she is i 
alone, bereft of every friend, of every hope, in 
8 world of strangers. For sorrow like this na- 
ture affords no modes of expression and she is 





silent. Here is the poor child, unnerved with 
terror, and rushing up and down the bank, 
shrieking with agovy untelt before; but where 
is the father to whoin he elung for protection, the 
mother whose smile had always soothed his 
Childish sorrows, the brothers aud sisters whose 
love was all the world to him. Pvor, lonely 
orphan! father aud mother, brother and sister, | 
in an justant all are lost; lie is vever more to! 
know these endearing relations; these ties are | 
alltorn asunder, never in this world to be re-! 
united ; he is a poor, quivering fragment still | 
alive, with the bare muscles and nerves all ex-| 
posed to the rough winds and cruel storms of a} 
friendless shure. Why should I speak of the 
ghasily dead and the wounded dying—the anx- 
wwus frievds aud yrivving relatives, aud those | 
Whose hearts are still to be torn by the distress- 
ing imtelligence whieh has wot yet reached them, | 
and who are even now aptlicipatiig and pray ing | 
for the speedy return of beloved objects they are 
never again tu see ? 

And what has been the cause of such a com: | 
plication of woes? [las savage war devastated | 
our territory, or dias storm or eartiqquake, light-} 
ning or pestilence or famine been coutiuission- | 
ed te punish our transgressions? We ure se- 
cure from the invasion of jostile Warriors—the 
heavens over our heads were calin—the winds 
aud waters were barmicss—ihe earth was) 
sweetly budding with the promise of spring, | 
the voice of health aud plenty was heard tn all) 
our dwellings. God had done every thing to} 
make us happy, and man would not bara: us. | 
But what then? Had the wild beasts of the for- | 
est broke forth in ungovervable rage, aad gain- | 
ed a momentary victory over civilized man ? 
The forest has long since disappeared betore the | 
axe of the cultivator, and the wild beast uo long-' 
er exists ov our shores. 

Wiat then; what has been the cause of all | 
this destruction? A puerile,a mere amnbition— 
an incredible folly—a folly so egregious that it) 
requires actual observation to muke us believe 
that it would ever find lodgemeut in the brain | 
ofa full grown man—a sorry ambition to go forth | 
—to go faster than somebody else—this worse 
than childish folly, which has been cherished by 
a perverted public sentiment, and qr poem 
‘the brain of our public conveyancers, till many 
of them are no more fit to be entrusted with the 
lives and property of our citizens, than if they 
were laboring under delirium tremens—this, this 
is the cause of our sorrows. 

This murderous folly bas been cherished un- 
checked for years, and every year has occasion- 
ed woes innumerable ; and yet, causeiess, ob- 
jectiess, absurd, murderous as itis, it still has 
its hold on the public mind, aud weil will it be} 
for us if even this disaster gives it so much as a) 
momentary check. But is a public sentiment 
which has no other foundation than a vanity the 
most puerile, an ambition the most childish, im- 
pregnable to the voice of humanity aud reason ? 

Moralists have remarked on the destructive 
consequences, should men be born into the! 
world iu the tull vigor aud maturity of physical | 
strength, before reason had acquired sway, or 
experience imparted knowledge ; and we seem | 
to be realizing in our own practice, the tnischiefs | 
of such an arrangement. With pliysical vigor | 
and intellectual activity that have uever been 
surpassed, and an enterprise that has seldoy, 
been equalled, we have shown ourselves to be 
under the influence of a low ambition, a reckless 
indiscretion, that is entirely inexcusable even in 
@ well educated child. All classes of the com- 
munity have partaken of it—and it is vain for us

In @ double sheet of the Times there are 
about a million of levers, and upon the first

divided at the end of lines—types used from 
wrong founts—spaces left out—letters standing 
apart—and numberless other inaccuracies, any 
one of which the realer is ever ready to detect, 
although he knows nothing whatever of the dif- 
ficulty of preventing such a concatenation as 
would unavoidably appear, without much pains, 
promptitude, and application.

for the honor of the gospel minisiry—whieh is 
none other than the glory of Christ. But this 
cannot be well sustained any further, than the in- 
dividual reputation of each member is sustained, 
Therefore, in order that the ministry be not blam- 
ed, and that each member of it be blameless, the 
whole body of ministers should be united in one, 
in One sacred pledge to sustain each others char- 
acter, according to the requirements of the word 
of God. [tis probable, tsere is uothing, in the 
whole scope of instrumentality, in whieh the 
honor of the cause and the glory of God are 
more concerned than in the reputation of the 
ministry. “Then ministers, as they love God and 
the souls of their fellow men, should be jealous 
forthe honorable standing of each other. But 
as without council the best of purposes are defeat- 
ed, so this must fail; unless ministers are mulual- 
ly bound im covenant agreement, to sustain each 
other in the Lord, 
must be had to the purity of the ministry ; the 
soundness of its doctrine ; and the holiness of its 
practice: For unless the ministry be pure, the 
doctrine sound, the practice godly, Gou cannot 
be glorified, nor the gospel honored. 

But besides the vast importance, which ettach- 
es to this duty, there is this encouragement 
which induces it: God says, “1 will honor them 
that honor me” The work ofthe ministry is 
highly honoring to God, when performed from 
right motives, with proper ends in view, and in 
a well-tempered zeal. They then who #re en- 
gaged init, have a fair opportunity to glorify 
God before the people, both by a sound doctrine 
aud a godly deportment; and he will in turn, 
honor them by pouring out of his Spirit and bles- 
sing on their Jabors, This, Paul considered a 
high honor. He cails the Philippians his Joy and 
Crown. To the Thessalonians, he says, “ For 
What is our hope, or joy, or crown of rejoicing ? 
Are not even ye in the presence of our Lord 
Jesus Christ at his coming? For ye are our 
glory and joy.’ It is said of ministers, “ And 
they thatturn many to righteousness, shall shine 
asthe starsof heaven, forever and ever.’ And 
Christ says to his disciples (and | presume all 
faithful ministers,) “ Ye are they who have cou- 
tinued with me in my temptations; and T ap- 
point unto you a kingdom, as my Pather hath ap- 
pointed unto me.” It is enough that the ser- 
vants should be made equal with their Lord 2? 

Thus, it is evident that ministers to be one, as 
their Lord and bis Father are one, must sympa- 
thize together, and seek each other’s prosperity 
and praise ; that they may with one mouth aud 
ove heart glorify God their Father in every 
thing.
